brought by the Pernia Railroad Com- 
pany. 


The case was an appeal from the 


Llecision of the Seventh Circuit Court 
of Appeals, refusing io grant a re- 
straining order prohibiting the board 
from publishing its findings with re- 
gard to the refusal of the railroad 
company to conduct Inlmr dispute. 


Outgrowth of Service 


The controversy arose during the 


recent strikes of -the railroad shop- 
craft 
throughout the country and 


the Pennsylvania Railroad, pointing 
out that It bad negotiated its difficul- 


ties with representatives of its em- 
ployes, refused, to comply with tbe 
ruling of the labor board tbat it 
should recognize officers of certain 
labor organizations ns representa- 
tives of its employes and negotiate, 
with thein. 


Asserting that it was not the in- 


tention of Congress in providing for 
the railroad labor board in the trans- 
portation act of 1'J20 to create "a tri- 
bunal to determine what were the le- 
gal right and obligations of railroad 
employers and employes, or to enforce 
or protect them." the Supreme Court

BRITAIN'S TROUBLES 


HE British parliament is in session, and_ there are in- 


dications that it may prove a stormy meeting. Pre- 
mier A. Bonar Law has had a difficult task assuming 


office under the control of the conservative party, and persons 
familiar with the quick changes in British politics predict there 
may he a complete overturn in government before long. 


There is great dissatisfaction hi England over the condi- 


tion of unemployment, which is only slightly less acute than it 
was some months ago. The labor party is becoming more in- 
sistent that the government do something to relieve, these con- 
•ditions, and there is nothing to indicate that the government 
can do more than it is doing at present. 
"T The labor element in Great, Britain is restive under the pol- 
icy of the government towards the occupation of the .Kliineland 
by France, and there is considered agitation for the withdrawal 
of'British troops from Germany.
